Psalm 71:18 
Reflection: We find a wonderful reflection of a 
timeless devotion. In the Psalm we read of a stead- 
fast endurance of faith. The writer prays to God to 
be able to continue showing the majesty of God to 
all generations. Even those that are to come. 


Application: I have enjoyed fellowship in a wide 
range of congregations and denominations. Oddly I 
have found that even among Christians people can 
still be ageist. Judging anyone older to be past their 
technical use by date. With very little to offer them, 
they tend to politely pigeon hole them is a low cate- 
gory. While seeking anything new and trending. 


Challenge: Can we find the importance of faith not 
in the surface of things, but in the wisdom of age’? 


Tuesday: 01 06 21 
Isaiah 43:2 
Reflection: The river can be deceptive and danger- 
ous. There can be deadly under currents that are 
invisible on the surface. While we can look at the 
river it can appear to be peaceful, while stepping in 
we quickly get dragged of our feet and washed 
away. The verse tells us that God is always there 
through all the rivers of life that we will traverse. 


Application: Each day we cross a range of virtual 
rivers. Conversations may seem to be normal, yet 
can quickly turn dangerous. With an undertow of 
pride and anger, we find ourselves in need of God. 


Challenge: Take time to consider conversations 
with others. Remember God 1s there to help you.. 


Wednesday: 02 06 21 
John 16:33 

Reflection: The world is full of turmoil; as Chris- 
tians we are guaranteed basically two things. The 
joy of Salvation and the persecution of the world. 
Through it all Jesus the Christ has set us aside to be 
both blessed and reconciled with God our Father. 
Jesus reminds us that although we face a world full 
of threats, His peace will comfort us through it all. 
For he has overcome the world and we are strength- 
ened by this fact. 


Application: I have times when I feel in the darkest 
pit of lonely despair. When the light from above 
seems so far from me. Yet Jesus 1s always there 


Challenge: When the world seems the darkest for 
you, can you still feel the Lords presence’? 


Thursday: 03 06 21 

Deuteronomy 31:1-6 
Reflection: The journey through the wilderness is 
almost over. Moses tells the people that he will not 
cross the Jordan. Moses is 120 years old and tells 
them he is too old to keep leading them. He does 
reminds them the God has always been with them. 
And that He will go forth and prepare the way. 


Application: How different would we live if we 
took complete acceptance that God has prepared the 
way for each of us? How many problems would we 
face with the assurance that God has already pre- 
pared the way for us? 


Challenge: How many challenges in life can we 
face reassured that God has gone prepared a way’? 


Friday: 04 06 21 
Matthew 8:26 

Reflection: The boat 1s made of wood. The seas 
are full of rage and furry. The winds toss the boat 
about like a small bit of cork. The disciples are 
frantically bailing water in fear they will sink and 
drawn. And the Lord is asleep in the bow. They 
beg him to help bail water from the boat. Yet they 
are rebuked by Jesus for their lack of faith. As we 
have read in Deuteronomy 31:1-6, their faith 
would have sufficed to calm the storm. 


Application: Once again we find how our weak 
faith can be broken 1n a difficult physical world 
of challenges and pain. 


Challenge: Take time to make a list of things you 
can trust God to help you with. Do you believe? 


Saturday: 05 06 21 
2 Corinthians 12:6-9 
Reflection: Paul writes of a ‘thorn’ that tormented 
him. He tells us that he prayed that Jesus would 
take the thorn from him. Yet he is reassured that 
the Grace of Jesus would be enough for him. In 
fact it is only through Pauls weakness that His is 
able to be made perfect in Paul. 


Application: Pride is a painful and subtle enemy 
of everyone. Christians are not exempt from the 
folly of relying in their own strengths. Like Paul 
we each have a personal thorn that should be 
there to remind us of our reliance on Jesus. 


Challenge: What is your personal ‘thorn’. How 
can it remind you of your blessed weakness?
